— The following draft of certain rules further to amend the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the Central Government after 
consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards proposes to make, in exercise 
of the power conferred by sub-section ( 1 )of section 23 of the Prevention, of Food 
Adulteration Act, 1954 ( 37 of 1954 ), is hereby published as required by the said sub¬ 
section of the said Act, for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration after the 
expiry of a period of sixty days from the date on which the copies of this Official Gazette in 
which this notification is published, are made available to the public; 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Secretary, Ministry of 
Health and Family Welfare, Government of India, Nirman Bhavan, New Delhi - 110011. 

The objection and suggestion which may be received from any person with respect to 
the said draft rules within the period specified above, will be considered by the Central 
Government; 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
(...Amendment) Rules, 2003.

Sterilised cream is cream which has been subjected to the process of 
sterilization by recognised heat treatment in the container in which it is sold to 
the consumer. 

Ultra heat treated cream (UHT) is the cream which has been subjected to 
the process of UHT in a continuous flow by a recognised heat treatment and 
has been packed aseptically. 

Whipped/ Whipping cream is the cream which has been subjected to the 
process or is suitable for beating into stable foam. 
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It shall have pleasant taste and flavour. It shall be free from off flavour 
and rancidity. It shall be free from any ingredient foreign to milk. The product 
may contain food additives permitted in Appendix C. It shall conform to the 
microbiological requirements prescribed in Appendix D. It shall conform to 
the following requirements: -

The 
fat and / or protein content of the cream may be adjusted by addition and / or 
withdrawal of milk constituents in such a way as not to alter the whey protein, 
to casein ratio of the milk being adjusted. It shall be of uniform colour and 
shall have pleasant taste and flavour free from off flavour and rancidity. It 
shall also be free from vegetable oil /fat, mineral oil, added flavour and any 
substance foreign to milk. The product may contain food additives permitted 
in Appendix C. It shall conform to the microbiological requirements 
prescribed in Appendix D. It shall conform to the following requirements: -
